Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the added claim limitation 
of "a plurality of longitudinal profiles attached to ribs running about an inner circumference of the skin" is not disclosed in the cited 
references. It is well known in the art that the skin of an aircraft is supported by ribs. The combination of Hinson with Helmer would result 
in the use of ribs to keep the weight of the fuselage skin low. 
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
